Report recommends state university 

SHERBROOKE — The Report of the Education Commission at the Second Annual UGEQ Congress 
recommends the establishment of a State University for Quebec. 



The report, along with three 
others, will be adopted or reject- 
ed by the Comité Central Nation- 
al (formerly COHCOR). HcGiU 
has three delegates on the com- 
mittee. 

The report emphasizes the need 

for central planning and opposes 
any change In . university chart- 
ers before uniform teaching re- 
gulations arc established. 

It calls for a joint committee 
to include professors, students 
and representatives of govern- 
ments and syndicates, to study 
the status of universities, methods 
0 f student-administrative co- 
operation and course programs 
and diplomas, and report before 
July IS. 

The document recommends 
that private schools be incorpo-

The most appropriate response seemed 
to be the inscription on one student demons- 
trator's placard — Johnson, you MUST be 
kidding. Appropriate, that is, if you think 
that the conditions of Quebec's working 
classes are good and their rights a long- 
established tradition. The fact is that they 
are not, and the recent passing of Bill 25 



indicates once again that the political cul- 
ture in Quebec is still right of center. 

The Union Nationale is still dominated by 
the clerical-feudal tradition, witness Belle- 
mare's call for a return to the established 
order, and receives such working-class sup- 
port as is dominated by this tradition. Many 
studies have shown that workers tend to 
be unprogressive on social and political, as 
distinct from economic, issues, and all the 
more so in a political culture like Quebec's, 
where the revolutionary social conscious- 
ness of the workers is far from developed. 

Recent labor upheavals, and especially 
the current teachers' srike, may mark a cri- 
tical point in the development of Quebec 
politics. It is inconceivable that the teachers 
should do anything but defy the law and 
continue the strike. The bill itself, which robs 
the teachers of their right to strike and im- 
poses an arbitrary wage figure, is as re- 
actionary a piece of labor legislation as 
any nineteeth-century European magnate 
mmmmmm mmmm mmmmmmm mmmmmmmm 



drew up. To capitulate on this issue would 
not only set back the material progress of 
the Quebec labor movement, but also deal 
a potential political advance an irreparable 
blow. 

It would be a mistake to think that the 
current labor crisis will be resolved, even 
should the teachers win out in the end. The 
battle must be fought, in the last analysis, 
on the political front. The current confront- 
ation is but a catalyst to that protest. For if 
anyone thinks that an electoral reversal of 
Johnson's UN government will improve 
matters, he need only look at the authori- 
tarian treatment labor received at the hands 
of the Lesage government, as in the Vachon 
case or Dominion Textiles strike. There is no 
reason why the petty bourgeois and in- 
dustrial capitalist support behind the Libe- 
rals should make them any more sym- 
pathetic to labor than the Union Nationale. 

The time has come for the formation of 
a working-class party in Quebec. In the cur- 
rent crisis, the teachers are finding support 
from many groups in Quebec, notably the 
two labor unions, the FTQ and the CNTU. 
The CNTU has already promised the esta- 
blishment of 108 political action committees. 
With the full backing of the labor unions, a 
socialist party could offer a real alternative 
to the one-party system currently in oper- 
ation. Such a development is far from an 
anomaly, since the socialist alternative in 
Quebec emerges from direct antagonism to 
its feudal post. 

The need has never been more ap- 
parent, the occasion never more opportune. 
It is up to the labor leaders in Quebec to 
carry out this program.

Messy 
And Sordid 

Dear Sir, 

Anyone who has read the 
ASUS investigatory committee 
report into last year's Course 
Guide cannot fail to be impress- 
ed with the thorough and meti- 
culous Job done by the Com- 
roitteo. Practically everyone, 
including Course Guide '66 
Elitor-in-Chief Simon G. Taun* 
ton, agrees that, factually, the 
report is quite well done. Why, 
then, I hear you ask, all the 
fuss? Why is Taunton petition* 
Ine . the Judicial Committee? 
The answers arc many and com> 
plicated. 

While, as noted, the report 
is factual for the most part, its 
recommendations and conclu- 
sions are monuments to ambl. 

guity in the English language. 
For example, under recommen- 
dations the report advises that 



Mr. Taunton "be held respon- 
sible and accountable" for lost 
revenues. What exactly does the 
committee mean by the words 
"responsible" and accountable"? 
The Arts and Science Under- 
graduate Society Executive 
spent all of a half hour arguing 
over interpretations of these 
two words. In the end, each 
Executive member voted ac- 
cording to his or her private 
interpretation. Some say Taun- 
ton hat to pay for the financial 
losses while others say no, he 
doesn't have to pay, but he is 
morally obligated and therefore 
should pay, and still others say 
they don't care what he does 
— they just wanted to get it on 
the public record. And some 
fed Taunton shouldn't be held 
responsible at all. Obviously, 
this situation places Mr. Taun- 
ton in quite a quandary. 

The make-up of the inves- 
tigatory committee is a further 
point of curiosity. Silting on 
the committee, making value 
Judgments about the operations 
of last year's Course Guide, are 
none other than Mr. John 
Fekete, last year's Executive 
Editor, and Miss Sherrill Swift, 
ASUS Treasurer and financial 
co-signing officer for the Course 
Guide. (It must be considered 
significant that although until 
very recently Mr. Pekete has 
claimed to have "run the Course 
Guide" his name does not ap- 
pear is the report except where 
his salary Is noted in the ap- 
pendix and that Miss Swift's 
name appears only to note that 
she is ASUS Treasurer and that 
she took a vacation during the. 
summer.) 

Even more significant how- 
ever is the fact that the report 
at ho time is able to pIn-poInt 



the exact cause of the loss of 
revenue. Vague references are 
outlined In the report to show 
that inaccurate and incomplete 
bookkeeping was the cause. In- 
dicative of this attitude was the 
fact that several committee 
members mumbled a great many 
"may faavc"s, "might have"8 . 
and "could have"8 at the Execu- 
tive meeting when it came down 
to proving where revenue was 
lost. It is a sad . commentary 
that the committee "convicted" 
Mr. Taunton on purely specula- 
tive "evidence" and unprovcn 
theories. Most certainly such a 
report would not stand up in 
any court in the land. Mr. Taun- 
ton was "tried", "convlcled'l and 
"hanged" without due procMi. 

It is very hard to admit that 
you have made a serious mis- 
take as I feel I have. Early In 
January I was greatly disturbed 
by the fact that the ASUS 
Executive was embarking upon 
a $17,000 project. Course Guide- 
67, without having made a care- 
ful study of Course Guide-fifl. 
The prevailing attitude at that 
time seemed * tojibe < ?%ifel0\ire 
put out a good one last year, 
so let's do It again". The value 
of a dollar was of little concern; 
few people knew where they 
had been with Course Guide 
and fewer still knew where we 
were going. It was with this in 
mind that .1 ,vasj.9ne of those 
who lobbied for an Investigatory 
committee to re-evaluate Course 
Guide. Also, àt this time certain 
things were brought to light 
which appeared to indicate the 
presence of a degree of finan- 
cial "hanky-panky" in last year's 
Guide. Many of the indications 
seemed to point to the Edllor- 
inChief. A bit of personal 
head-hunting helped to sweeten 



things a bit. (And, events of 
recent days confirm my belief 
that this was the nwin motive 
ot at least one memlwr of the 
investigatory committee; a vest- 
ed interest. But that will all 
come out in the Judicial Com- 
mittee.) 

As I survey the investigatory^^ 
committee, , I . note, with regret ' ■ 
that a "Frankenstein'' has l)een 
created. For the most part the 
committee has confused the 
position of Editor-in-Chief with 
the personality holding the Job. 
I feel that I owe Mr. Taunton 
an apology (as do several 
others). While my original 
hypotheses have not been dis- 
proven, they certainly have, not 
even come close to being proven 
and you cannot .conylct^ii^kij^ 
plicate or ''sentenW'''1r!'^Siin5s 
because of innuendo or suspi- 
cion as this report, with its 
many and varied possible inter, 
pretations, is doing to Mr. Taun- 
ton. 'Most members of the in- ' 
vestigatory committee,. I am 
sure, acted in good faith, but 
Just loo many ambiguities exist 
in the report . 

So, gang, if you want to see 
how your money was spent, if , 
you want t6 see how much 
back-biting, knifing and black- 
mailing went into last year's 
Course Guide, if you. want to 
see to what extent ^'vested in- 
terests" went into the fate of 
this year's Coitrse Guide, bé 
sure not to miss the Judicial 
Committee hearings. They hold 
promise of iMîing .a better 
"show", messier and much more 
sordid than the much-fabled 
Daily-Council confrontation of 
late months.

Economic Notionolism 



T/i» is the year we look back. We look back 
to our excU'mg and cofouriul history of growth 
to nationhood. We look back over a history of 
magnificent achievmenis by Canadians. We look 
back in tribjule lo the determination and desire 
of (hose Canadians who buiff oiir counfiy. 

This is the year we look forward. We look 
forward lo a new century holding a bright pro- 
mise for Canada. We fook forward to even more 
meaningful growth and protperHy. We look for- 
ward to an even greofer sense of common pur- 
pose in creating a nation respected oround the 
worfd. 

This is the year we enjoy. This Is the year of 

celebration, of festival, of joie de vivre. This It, 
for all Canadians, a joyous year. Happy Centen- 
nial.

If Canadians aro reaping the benefits of a 
prosperous economy, they have American capital 
to thank. The United Stales has invested heavily 
in Canadian industry provoking a negative reac- 
tion of economic notlonailsm. Ironically, It was the 
U.S, which actually spurred the union of the 
British North American provinces in 1867, after 
the founders of Confederation had perceived 
that the American Civil War of 1861-64 would 
lead to annexation by force of Britain's posses- 
sions in North America. 

A secondary offshoot — cultural nationalism — 
is also developing. It alms to restrict American pu- 
blications and radio and television from the 
Canadian market. 

This cultural and economic protectionism Is the 
result of the great Influence American corpora* 
tions and labour unions exercise in Canada. The 
economic pressures for integration grow stronger 
every day. And the fear In government circles 
is that Canada is selling its political independence 
and sovereignty down the drain, and becoming 



a "hinterland of raw materials owned and opérai- 
ed by the United States." 

US economic control 

Foreign investment in Canada reached $34 
billion in 1965, with Americans holding 70% of 
the total or $23 billion. The New York Times 
comment} that "In no other advanced country is 
so much industry controlled by foreigners, in this 
cose, Americans." There are about 5000 U.S. 
subsidioriei operating In Canada, taking over 
large chunks of mining, manufacturing, and pe- 
troleum sectors which Canadians forfeited through 
lock of capital or initiative. Most Canadians in- 
vest In blue-chip stocks and bonds leoving the 
risk in supporting new industrial ventures with 
outside capital. 

Political parties believe this state of affairs 
to be dangerous lo national autonomy. Walter 
Gordon, former Liberal finance minister and now 
Minister Without Portfolio, Is pressing for res- 
trictions on foreign ownership and investment in 
Canada. A "Buy Canada Back" policy is being 
adopted instead of encouraging domestic In- 
dustry. 

The New Democratic Party calls for laws to 
force foreign companies operating in Canada to 
'naturalize' portions of their capital funds and 
to place Canadians on their boords of directors, 
in an attempt to repatriate Canadian industry 
and resources. 

In the face of such masdve foreign owner- 
. ship of Canadian industry, Canadians have not 
been exploited like "banana republics" in Cen- 
tral and South America. Yet the notional pride 
has been wounded. Engllsh-Canadiani blame 
American* for redudng Canadian sovereignty. 
French-Canadians blame Anglo-Saxons for colo- 
nizing the province of Quebec The national cons- 
cience has been awakened to the problem; unless 
Canadians suffer directly from .American business 
In the year» ahead, it is extremely unlikely that 
any political party, fighting on on anti-American 
platform, will succeed with the electorate.

The Redmen swim team ran into a powerful U of T squad 
and a surprisingly strong team from Western to finish third 
in the OQAA swimming championships at McMaster on the 

weelcend. 



"It was really tough", said 
Coach Kamal after his swimmers 
had collected 56 hard-earned 
points compared to Toronto's 
135 and Western's 87. Guelph 
finished with 47 poInU for 
fourth place, Queen's was fifth, 
MclMaster took sixth spot with 11 
points while U dc M, Laval and 
UNB got nothing. 

Out of nine swimmers and two 
divers, half as many as U of T, 
the Redmen still placed six men 
on the team to represent the 
cast in the CIAU swim champion- 
ships in Edmonton next month. 
However after a coach's meeting 
the Redmen ended up sending 
only three team-members, Roy 
Gravel, Rainer Macguire and Bob 
Bourne.) 

Roy Gravel won his third 
straight intercollegiate diving 
title on his last dive that sank a 
late surge by two Western divers. 
His partner, Peter Smith finish- 
cd fifth to add more points to 
the win. 

An ailing Bob Bourne took 
the gruelling 1650 yard race fin- 
ishing three laps ahead of the 
runnerup. In the 500 freestyle 
the team captain was upset by a 
Toronto swimmer though be had 
finished first in the heats. The 
winner was nowhere near Bour- 
ne's record that he set last year 
in the event. William Tomlin 
and Tony Zioikowski also placed 
in the 1650 freestyle and Tomlin 
missed the finals in the 500 race 
by only a few seconds. 



On the first day of the com- 
petition only Chris Mueller and 
Rainer Macguire managed to get 
into the finals of the shorter 
distance events with Macguire 
coming second in the 200 yard 
freestyle. 

The Redmen did better the 
next day with Mueller and Mac- 
guire both placing in the 100 
freestyle. Macguire finished third 
in the event though he had the 
same time as the second place 
swimmer and had to be ruled 
third by the Judges and Chris 
Mueller came fifth. Macguire 
also made the finals in the 100 
backstroke.
